BANKHEAD PATHFINDERS 
TO MEET AT CLEMSON 


Are Making Arrangements for 
Notable Trip to Start 
October 30. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The official pathfinding com- 
mittee, of which Dr. W. M. Riggs, of 
Clemson college, is chairman,. makes 
the official announcement that the 
pathfinders will meet at Clemson Col- 
lege, S. C., on October 13, to make their 
decision in regard to the proposed route 
of the Atlanta-Birmingham-Memphis 


division of the Bankhead highway, 
which was inspected on August 14 to 
23. President Riggs announces that the 
reason why the decision has not been 
made sooner is from the fact that a 
number of questions in regard to the 
funds that are to be provided by the 
counties to build a portion of the 
Bankhead highway and also mainte- 
nance funds were not answered sooner. 
Just as soon as the pathfinding com- 
mittee makes their decision their re- 
port will be transmitted to Colonel T. 
8S. Plowman, president of the Bankhead 
National Highwa association, who 
will give it to the press and call a 
meeting of the executive committee of 
the association for the purpose of in- 
dorsing or rejecting said report. Just 
as soon as this report is officially 
adopted, the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Memphis division will be mapped and 
steps taken to post the route with per- 
manent markers from Atlanta to 
Memphis. 

It has been definitely settled that the 
pathfinding committee and official par- 
ty to locate the Washington-Atlanta 
division of the Bankhead highway will 
start from the capitol steps at Wash- 
ington on Tuesday morning, October 
30 at 9 o’clock. It is expected that the 
start of this pathfinding party will be 
one of the most auspicious gatherings 
of good roads advocates and  distin- 
guished officials of the government 
that ever assembled in this country. 
Secretary of War Baker and Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Houston will make 
short addresses.

Tindall, of the Juvenile court, who is 
also president of the Anti-Tuberculo- 
sis association: Mrs. Nellie Peters 
Black, president of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, and Mrs. 
Bolling Jones,.of the Sheltering Arms. 

Mr. Willet, in introducing the sub- 
ect of the proprosed ordinance, stated

UPWARD MOVEMENT 
IN STOCKS LIKELY 


Special Reason for Expect- 
ing This on Account of the 
Support Necessary to Be 
Given Liberty Bonds. 


New York, October 6.— (Special.) — 
The general tone of the securities mar- 
ket was weak during the past ‘week, 
with some new low records for several 
of the railroad stocks. The weakness 
in the rails was due to a number of 
factors, but the principal cause of their 
trouble can be found in further de- 
creases in net earnings by a number of 
them even though gross income ig still 
increasing. Operating costs throughout 
the United States, not only in railroad 
circles, but in all lines of industry, 
seem to be steadily mounting, but it is 
only in the case of railroads that the 
situation presents a serious problem, 
for their possibilities of increasing their 
prices are limited by the 
commerce commission. 

There was some more short selling 
earlier in the week, and if it had not 


been for this it is not improbable that 
there would have been extreme weak- 
ness in the general list, as the recovery 
later was due mostly to the covering of 
shorts. As usual, there was a fair vol- 
ume of liquidation on every weak spot, 
indicating that security holders 
throughout the country are still nerv- 
ous over the tax and price fixing move- 
ments of the government. As the news 
is all Known now, however, it is pos- 
sible that liquidation on this account 
is about over. There are signa, also, 
that the worst has been discounted in 
nearly every place, while the hope of an 
improvement in the money market is 
becoming a reality, therefore it would 
appear as though the securities markets 
are due to improve soon. 

There is special reason for hoping for 
an improvement because of the fact 
that it will be necessary to give some 
Support to securities in order to insure 
a satisfactory market for the new 4 
per cent Liberty Loan bonds. It will 
be remembered, however, that when the 
34% per cent Liberty bond offering was 
made in June, that the support which 
was rerdered during its flotation was 
withdra ™ as soon as the offering was

Lamtrty loan is heavily over-sub- 
scribed, but if history repeats itself, 
there will be a weak market for stocks 
after the loan is completed. One of 
the interesting things about the securi- 
ties markets, however, is that they will 
follow rules and precedents one time 
and another time will thoroughly dis- 
regard them, so that it is hard to fore- 
cast what to expect after the new bond 
issue is out of the way. 

It is more or less certain, however, 
that there will be fair if not strong 
support for securities in general while 
the offering is being made. At the 
present time, there are dozens of securi- 
ties which seem very cheap for in- 
vestors or speculators alike. They are 
selling at prices which would make it 
appear that the country ig in desperate 
financial condition, while the opposite 
is the truth. Furthermore, the decline 
in some securities would not be justi- 
fied even if a four or five-year war is 
ahead, and it seems most improbable 
that there will be much over a year 
more of it, if that much, if the. reports 
of waning strength in Germany are 
true, while even if they are exag- 
gerated, the allies, it would seem, with 
the great effort which the United States 
is making to be in the fight in earnest 
in the spring, ought to be enormously 
stronger than Germany by mid-summer 
of i918. It is said that this or that 
security (most notably rails and the oil 
stocks), willadvance when peace comes, 
but they are not discounting such a 
contingency yet. As securities most 
frequently discount events a year ahead 
it would seem as though the ending} 
of the war ona victorious basis by the} 
allies and the United States within the 
year ought to be a factor in the securi- 
ties market before long. On the other 
hand, the war stocks seem to be get- 
ting all of the attention of traders at 
present, and they are aparently holding 
up on expectations of a considerable 
further duration of the war. 

The Money Market. 

The throwing of nearly $200,000,000 
into the money market to stabilize it 
and prevent excessive loaning rates 
was without much effect during the 
fore part of the past ‘week, but later 
there was some easing in time rates 
and a little more willingness on the 
part of banks to take commercial paper 
and make loans on good collateral. The 
call money rates got to above 6 per cent 
on Monday, went to as low as 2 per 
cent on Tuesday, and later in the week 
averaged around 4 per cent, with a 
flurry or two when loans showed a 
tendency to increase. The banks of 
the country are in such a strong pdsi- 
tion that they could easily increase 
their loanable funds if it were not for 
fear that there will be sudden demands 
from many sources at any time they 
showed a tendency to be more liberal 
with their funds. 

Russian exchange has been weak 
again for the past fortnight, after its 
rally about mid-September. The news 
from Petrograd is not of an encourag- 
ing nature, as a whole, but there are 
plenty of signs that Russia will gradu- 
ally pull out of its present disorderly 
state and a stable government get full 
control. The settlement of Ruasia’s in- 
ternal political problems would be the 
cause of a material advance in ex- 
change beyond a doubt, while it is 
hard to see how anything short of 
national bankruptcy and repudiation of 
debts would cause a much further de- 
cline in roubles, so that there have 
been many speculative buyers of Rus- 
sian exchange recently, which has been 
nearly the only supporting purchasing | 
power that the market has had outside 
of short covering by those who sold 
exchange at higher levels. At around 
15 cents per rouble, they are about 30 
per cent of the normal value, so that 
a possibilitv of making 200 per cent or! 
more on roubles at these prices is of- | 
fered to those who believe that Russia’ 
will not only pull out of its difficulties | 
but will be able to pay all of its debts 
in full. 

The second Liberty loan has made an 
auspicious beginning, with subscrip- 
tions in large amounts in nearly all 
districts. The number of volunteer 
workers is much greater than in the 
previous Liberty loan, and there is also 
much better concentration of effort and 
efficiency in organization this time than 
in June, so that there is every reason 
to helleve that the new loan will he 
thoroughly successful, There is no 
doubt but that the fact that income 
and war taxes are not deductable from 
the present bond issue (where over 
$5,000 of the bonds are owned) has 
caused some scaling down in the gsub- 
scriptions by the larger subscribers, but

Although there are many new labor 
strikes in various parts of the country, 
it is believed that the government's ef- 
forts to settle unnecessary disturbances 
is meeting with more and more suc- 
cess. The most serious thing in the 
labor situation, next to the unrestful- 
ness, is the great shortage. There have 
been over a million men who were at 
work @ year ago withdrawn because of 
volunteering for government service or 
because of the draft, while there will 
be at least another million now at work 
Withdrawn within the next six to eigh 
months, so that the outlook for labo 
next year will be quite serious if the 
war is still on. There has been a 
certain amount of replacement of men 
by female labor, but this has not been 
nearly enough as yet to fill the huge 
Zaps in many organizations, especially 
as the most serious gaps have been 
made in places where heavy work is 
required, and women as a whole do not 
seem to ‘be seeking these places. This 
is especially true of ryan 4 farm labor, 
for instance, where scarcely any female 
substitution has been made for the 
many thousands of hands who were 
needed in the west and northwest dur- 


ling the past few weeks. 


The general trend of price fixing is 
working out quite well, although there 
is some confusion as to making re- 
adjustments in the various markets. 
This is especially true in arriving at 
the retail prices for various commodi- 
ties. As a whole, so far, there has not 
been much change in the retail price 
lists of the commodities on which the 
wholesale prices were fixed, but even- 
tually it is probable that there will be 
a gradual reduction in the cost of 
necessities to the general public. 

The steel market has been a little 
more active, as there have been a num- 
ber of contracts placed in the last week 
or two which had been held up for a 
long time while awaiting price fixing 
by the government. There have been 
a few cancellations of high priced con- 
tracts reported, but as a whole steel 
men insist that people are so anxious 
to get their steel that they are wflling 
to have the old contract prices remain 
rather than to cancel and get new 
prices, but have to wait many months 
for deliveries. It is expected that the 
September unfilled tonnages will show 
another decrease, but business in Octo- 
ber is expected to be heavy enough to 
allow for some fncrease in tonnages on 
the books at the end of this month. 

The copper market has been fairly 
active, with buying for munitions man- 
ufactorers the main feature.‘ The ex- 
port demand is dropping off, however, 
owing not only to the inability of 
steamship companies to carry the cop- 
per already bought, but also ‘because 
of the fact that shipments of the metal 
to the neutral countries of northern’! 
Europe have practically ceased. All 
business accomplished recently has been 
at the government’s price levels of 23% 
cents a pound. 

As a result of the véry small ginning 
so far this crop year, which indicates 
a late crop and therefore fear of frost 
damage, and also because of the big 
decline in the condition of cotton be- 
tween August 25 and September 26, 
there was a sharp advance in cotton 
during the t week, with prices near- 
ly 3 cents a pound above the low of the 
week on the crest of the move, There 
is expected to be a further advance if 
the next ginning report does not show | 
a faster movement of cotton from the 
fields. The bear element has been put ! 
to rout in the market during the past 
week, but there are still many traders ' 
who insist that the world’s demands for 
American cotton will show such a sharp 
decrease this year owing to shipping 
difficulties that there will be more than 
enough of the staple. They are talking 
of a decline when more cotton comes 
onto the market, but the recent statis- 
tical trend woe -_ seem to go in 

vor of the bear side.

ANDTHE MOTOR GAR 


Reduction of About 50 Per 
Cent in Cost of Steel to 
Have Little Effect on Cost 
of Automobiles. 


The prominence which has been giv- 
en to the discussion of the effect which 
the cut in steel prices will have on 
automobile manufacturing, since the 
agreement was reached by the presi- 
dent and the steel men of the country, 
has found a ready response and many 
of the men most prominent in the 
motor car indystry have uttered opin- 
ions which to prospective buyers of 
automobiles should carry considerable 


weight. 
That a reduction of almost fifty per 


cent in the price of steel and allied 
material will have little effect on the 
price of motor cars seems tO be the 
belief of practically all of the leading 


builders. 

J. J. Cole, president of. the Cole 
Motor Car company, of Indianapolis, 
who has represented one of the most 
progressive elements in the industry 
during his more than a decade of ac- 
tivity in the automobile world, has 
the following to say concerning the 
steel situation: : 

“Steel is just an element in auto- 
mobile production. It is not a deter- 
mining factor. Of course, without steel 
we cannot proceed, but there its so 
much more to an automobile than steel 
that it is not the sole barometer gaug- 
ing the cost of production. 

“Furthermore, raw steel and steel as 
we motor car people use it are as dif- 
ferent as day and night. 

“You may reduce the cost of all steel 
all you please, but after that our ex- 
pense begins. It must be refined, it 
must be made into the parts we use, 
it must be transported to our plants. 

“Bach of these operations is be- 
coming daily more expensive. Being 
compelled to place our orders for the 
so-called raw materials months and 
oy in advance of the time of 
which we actually expect to use it, we 
will) be forced to have in production 
from six months to a year from now 
the material purchased at the advance 
figures—materials which cost at least 
twice as much as the price determined 
on by the recent agreement. 

“Further than that, if the cost of 
labor and machinery continues to soar 
during the coming year as it has dur- 
ing the last twelve months—if we 
continue to meet the same or increas- 
ing obstacles in our efforts to move 
the raw stock to our plants—this cost 
will have mounted to such proportions 
by the time we are in the market for 
the cheaper steel that by the time it 
reaches us it will be offset by the 
other increased costs 

“But as I stated at the outset—steel 
is only a contributing element in au- 
tomobile manufacture. It ts not the 
determining element. 

“There is leather and rubber, paint 
and giass, alurninum and fiber, patent 
devices, lenses and a score of other 
materials that are increasing’ daily. 
These are quite as 
building of a motor car as is steel, 
and with these increasing in price the 
little difference in the price of stee 
when it reaches us—providin there 
will be any difference six months from 
now—#will man but little. 

“Motor car manufacturers realize 
that it would be good merchandising 
for them at this time to reduce the 
price of their product.

After Tech had tried one_ 
play through the line and within two 
minutes of the referee’s opening whis- 
tle, Strupper swung around the ene- 
my’s left end on one of his famous 
runs, winding and twisting out of a 
mass of Red and Blue players for a 
68-yard dash for a score. There may

, The Trip Itself, 


The party left Atlanta Sunday after- 
noon, September 23, by train for Dee 
troit, arriving there Monday night, 
missing connections due to a broken 
engine and arriving in Detroit four 
hours late, 

Tuesday morning was spent in going 
through the mammoth factory, or such 
parts of it as could be visited hurried- 
ly. It would take days and weeks to 
cover -its immense area _ sightseeing.

Wednesday morning preparations 
were made for the start, -but it was 
noon before the party left the Hotel 
Statler for the factory.

$y 2:30 the party was en route for 
Atlanta, passing throveh Wyandotte, 
Sibley and Monroe, Mich. At the 
last named city three cars became sep- 
arated from the main body, and the 
chief. of police of that city, in answer 
to a request from the three cars, sent 
motorcycle policemen out all the roads 
to locate the rest of the party, but it 
was at Toledo that the entire party got 
together again, dining at the Hotel 
Secor and spending the night there. 
Sixty miles of the journey had been 
covered. 

The party- will alwavs remember 
Toledo, for it was here that the tour- 
ists received treatment from a police 
sergeant that would have been fitting 
for a law-breaker. We ‘were literally 
run off the streets of Toledo, and just 
because one of the twenty-five cars 
was parked two inches further from 
the curb than the law allowed. .

The German government of- 
fered to submit the case to a prize 
court. 

A dispatch from Lima on October 4 
said the Peruvian government had dis- 
covered that A. von Der Heyde, the 
minister to Germany, had not delivered 
to the German foreign office the ulti- 
matum demanding satisfaction within 
eight days for the sinking of the Lor- 
ton. The minister was reprimanded by 
his government and was ordered _ to 
make the presentation immediately.

SUBMARINE RISK 
SHARPLY REDUCED 


Government Makes 25 Per 
Cent Cut in Premiums for 
Insurance of Vessels Brav- 
ing U-Boat Zone. 


a 


Washington, October 6.—A reduction 
of nearly 25 per cent in premiums for 
insurance of American vessels and ‘car- 
goes traversing the war zone was an- 
nounced today by the government’s 
war risk insurance bureau. 

The reduction was made, it was offi- 
clally announced, “because of the de- 
crease in the risks.”” Unofficially it 
was regarded as the government’s ex- 
pression of its opinion, in terms of 
dollarg and cents, that the U-boats 
have passed the zenith in their cam- 
paign of frightfulness. 

Indicationg have not been lacking 
for the past three weeks that the gov- 
ernment intended to revise its war risk 
insurance rates in the light of reduced 
effectiveness of German submarines. 
It hardly was thought, however, that 
the cut would be large. 

The Treasury Announcement. 

Announcement of the reduction was 
made in thfs cryptic statement by the 
treasury department: 


“The secretary of the treasury to- 
day announced that the bureau of war 
risk insurance has reduced its rates on 
all American steamers and cargoes 
traversing the war zone from 6% per 
cent to 5 per cent. 

“This reduction 
the corresponding 
risks.”’ 

Determination of the war risk pre- 
mium is based upon many factors, but 
primarily on the number of vessels 
traversing the war zone and the num- 
ber of sinkings. The effectiveness of 
methods used in combating subma- 
rines also enters largely into consid- 
eration. 

From the government's announce- 
ment it is regarded as apparent that 
officials believe methods ave been 
adopted to deal with the U-boats, al- 
though details cannot be revealed. The 
war risk bureau has assumed risks to- 
talling many hundreds of millions of 
dollars, with minimum losses, and it 
is regarded as unlikely that this suc- 
cess would be jeopardized in the fgyture 
by making rates below the limit of 
safety warranted by facts, some of 
them of a secret and highly confiden- 
tial nature, in possession of bureau otf- 
ficials and their superior officers. The

First Reduction. 

Today’s announcement marks the 
first reduction in any government in- 
surance risk to any waters infested by 
submarines, Heretofore the revisions 
have been upward. The first in- 
crease was announced March 21, before 
America’s entry into the war, and ap- 
proximately seven weeks after Ger- 
many put into effect its campaign of 
ruthlessness. This increase was ap- 
proximately 50 per cent, or, on the 
average, from 2 to 3 per cent of the 
value of the ships and cargoes. 

Little more than two weeks after 
America’s entry into the war, the rate 
was increased approximately two- 
thirds. The increase was announced 
on the same day that the German sub- 
marines ended the week of their max- 
imum achievement—the wee, of April 
21, when a total of 40 vessels of more 
than 1,600 tons were sent to the bottom. 

The third and last increase, announc- 
ed July 27, brought rates up to 6% per 
cent. It was made, the bureau an- 
nounced, “because the 5 per cent rate 
is not adequate for the risks under- 
taken.” 

Steady diminution in the number of 
weekly sinkings since September 2 {is 
primarily responsible for the decrease 
announced today.

Let it frequently be spent at Red Cross headquarters. There 
lutely no expense attached to the work. Materiale are furnished.

From the French War Front 


How she stoops to gather bluebells 
in order to shut out for a moment from 
her sight the intensity of an airplane 
bombardment of a hospital in a chateau 
just back of the front in France is one 
dramatic detail in an intensely inter- 
esting letter by Miss Norman Derr, resi- 
dent of East Lake, 
Dr. John S. Derr, now lives, until she 
went to France as Red Cross nurse, 
and author of “Mademoiselle Miss,” the 
well-known war book which is a com- 
pilation of her letters from the scene 
of her services. 

Excerpts from the ietter, which are 
-taken from a recent edition of 
Philadelphia Public Ledger, are a sim- 
ple narration of unconscious heroism, 
which is scarcely surpassed in impres- 
siveness in the best of the war litera- 
ture, 

Miss Derr’s Letter. 

Miss Derr says: 

“It is a bit surprising to arrive with- 
in two miles of the station jo which 
you bave been ordered and to encoun- 
ter section after section of motorcars, 
tearing at full speed, laden with the 
‘blesses’ you are on your way to take 
eare of, and to learn that shells are 
dropping all over the very spot you 
are headed for. Of course, you won't 
hear of turning back, and you only 
prod the chauffeur to get there as fast 
as he can. We did stop at the last 
hill, though, just to calculate our 
chances on the Gown grade into the 
hospital park. One could not have 
chosen a scene more tragically splen- 
did. The distances were vast, laid in 
great masses of golden light and shade, 
and all the lovely woods and fields were 
barred with wavering, plumy lines of 
smoke that belched red flames here 

nd there. | 

. “Just in front of us lay a town whose 
name you often read and whose twin 
ruined towers are the glory and the 
grief of all who love the work of the 
middie ages. How terribly beautiful 
they looked then, with the rosy light 
glinting on their torn windows, rising 
calm and regnant out of a furious sea 
of exploding shells! For three years 
they have withstood the shock. Their 
flowers and jewels are scattered, but 
their symmetry is yet unspoiled—sym- 
bol of the soul of France. 

“Airplanes swooped about nervously, 
bombarding each other; captive bal- 
loons bobbed up against the clouds and 
another shell dropped in the park of 
the hospital at our feet. All the air 
trembled with explosions. It seemed 
more like the composition of.a master 
war artist than anything real, and one 

semed to be 
of the story of the last three years. It 
was too intense, and I instinctively 
stooped to gather the tender bluebells 
swaying at my feet.: Fn route again, 
and we slid down the hill. Justa min- 
ute after we passed a big shell hit the 
roadside. 

Slept Like Babies. 

“When we pulled up at the hospital 
steps all the medical corps met us. The 
chief medical officer gravely advanced 
and informed me that the last ‘blesse 
had been sent away on account of the 
bombardment and that he left me free 
to return to my former station if I pre- 
ferred. Perhaps he would not have 
made the offer had he seen the papers 
I carried in my pocket. At all events, 
he made no other effort to gainsay my 
decision to remain than to point silent- 
ly to an enormous hole, with rays run- 
ning out like craters in the moon, a few 
feet from the steps. My three com- 
panions gTeeted me charmingly —all 
sweet, fine women—and after dining’ on 
a great table in the basement where 
the provisions are kept we stretched 
our mattresses on the same table and 
slept like babes. I must explain here, 
lest you think me too phiegmatic, that 
I had not been in bed for several nights,

ee That Takes me hack to my last pust 
and some interesting news. I wonder 
if, on Friday evening, the sixth of July, 
at 10:20, you had a vision of me cross- 
ing a moonlit town under such a rain 
of bombs and shrapnel as made the 
most gorgeous pyrotechnic display 
you.can imagine? I had just undressed 
ss 'when the first bomb fell. 

_-s “E dressed at once, and 
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to parley with my good landlady, who 
barred the doorway, declaring that I 
would be killed if I went out, I should 
have been caught in the Rue Donyon, 
for after I passed a bomb fell, destroy- 
ing tour houses. 
a queer feeling—there’s a crash of col- 
liding planets and a gush of gas that 
isn’t pleasant—but somehow [ felt that 
I was being protected, so I didn’t run 
nor swerve, though one of the Bosches 
was humming just above my head, and 
all the air was filled with flying balls 
of fire from our brave little seventy- 
five. When I reached my service, on 
the second floor of the hospital, I 
found a lot of men nurses, with helmets 
on their heads, and with stretchers, too 
confused to act, and my poor ‘blesses’ 
lying very frightened in the dark. 
New “Blesses” Arrive. 

“As svon as possible [I got all who 
could be moved down into the basement 
and by the time I had lined them up as 
comfortably as possible on their 
stretchers the new ‘blesses’ began to 
arrive—soldiers, old men, women and 
children—several dead when they ar- 
rived. By this time some of the sur- 
geons appeared, and there being enough 
to attend to the dressings downstairs 
and nene above, I went back to my floor 
with two ‘blesses’—one, a brigadier 
with both legs blown off, or, td speak 
more accurately, hanging-by a few 
shreds of tendon. TI gave him serum in 
floods, and other things, but the shock 
was too great: he died toward morning, 
amid unearthly thunders, begging me 
to comfort his ‘pauvre femme et les 
Losses.’ 

“And so I passed that terrible night. 
all alone up there under the roof. with 
only a wounded man to help me. When 
the first thrush sang out among the 
poplars and the town siren shrieked 
that there was no more danger. IT trot- 
ted home for my cold hath hefore he- 
ginning another day. The Boches had 
left 300 visiting cards. Imagine the 
havoc wrought upon the tiny town of 
Epernay! 

“Now that T have a little spare time 
and have nothing to do but watch the 
airplanes and listen to the big guns off 
there behind the trees and muse over 
the enchanting loveliness of my sur- 
roundings, I can send you a sketch of 
my experience. Such is the spell of the 
beauty of the chateau and its environ- 
ment that it seems as if no death nor 
danger could ever enter. T have been 
wonderfully protected, and here, al- 
though we are only about six miles 
from the German lines, I believe there 
is less danger than at Epernayv. They 
have bombarded this place only twice, 
and may never do it again, there being 
no strategic reason.”’

STUDY WOMEN’S BACKS. 


More Expressive Than Their Eye 
Some Artists Say. 


— So 


(From The Chicago Herald.) 
Women’s eyes have popularly and 
poetically been supposed to be the mir- 
ror of their pecullarly mysterious souls, 
the windows through which their ex- 


quisitely puzzling natures were re- 
vealed. Poems have ‘been written by 
the thousands acclaiming the beauty 
and emotional depth of fair eyes. If a 
woman had expressive eyes she would 
be called beautiful, even though her 
other features presented a wide devia- 
tion from the Venus de Milo type. 
But a new movement in art caught 
up by the great and smal} among the 
painters and sculptors has’ of late been 
developin a new conception of the 
mirror ef the soul. This new idea 
has for its remise the belief that 
woman’s bac reall expresses her 
rao ge, her many-sided emotional na- 
ture far more wr ny | than her eyes. 
They insist that the feminine shoulder 
muscles are so delicate and finely con- 
stituted that each passion and deep- 
seated feeling affects ‘them in unmis- 
takable manner. 
J. McClure Hamilton, the  distin- 
uished portrait painter of New York, 
as recently been exhibiting a remark- 
able series of pastel sketches of decol- 
lete women in which is emphasized the 
expressiveness of beautiful backe. 
- Lynn Coy,-a well-known sculptor 
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of Chicago, has been of late also de- 
voting himself to this new phase of art.

Women of Georgia Enter 
Upon Food Pledge Campaign 


That the women of Georgia have en- 
tered into the national food campaign 
with an earnestness and unanimity that 
wiH go a long way to make the num- 
ber of food pledges signed in this state 
as large in proportion as any state in 
the union, is the opinion of Mrs. Sam- 
uel M. Inman, chairman of the woman's 
committee, Council of National. De- 
fense, Georgia division. 

Mrs. Inman founds her belief on the 
ability and spirit of the women com- 
posing the executive board and the 
}county organization of the committee, 
and on the letters she has already re- 
lceived giving reports of the work un- 
der way throughout the state, looking 
to food conservation week, which be- 
gins October 22. 

One woman modestly writes that 
she is unable to take the chairman- 
ship for her county, because every man 
in her family who could get into the 
war has gone, and this leaves several 
extra dependents on her hands to sup- 
port. “I must earn mine and their 
livelihood; but”’—with naive disregard 
for what she has already undertaken— 
“IT can do a few things for your de- 
fense council, because I’d like to do 
two ‘bits,’ if it is possible.” 

Mrs. Inman, while chairman of the 
Georgia division of the national coun- 
cil, is also the only woman member of 
the State Council of Defense, which is 
headed by C. Murphey Candler and in- 
cludes Governor Dorsey and others of 
the state’s leading citfens. 

Both organizations will work to- 
gether, and both count on the women 
who handle the food situation to bear 
the brunt in Georgia of the govern- 
ment’s nation-wide campaign for econ- 
omy and conservation of all foods, and 
those in particular which are needed 
for the armies of the United States and 
the armies and civil population of her 
allies. 

‘It had been 
said Mrs. Inman last week, “to 
bine in qne day and in one move- 
ment the state registration of woman’s 
service and the signing of the food 
pledges, but the food pledge campaign 
has now been turned over by the gov- 
ernment to the food commission, and 
for the present only this work will be 
undertaken. 

“We have big precedent to follow in 
the pledges already made by other 
states, one for instance guaranteeing 
that 90 per eent of her population will 
sign the cards which promise one meat- 
less and one wheatless day a week: but 
judging by the spirit of the women in

“While the food pledge cards are the 
immediate and urgent movement be- 
ing pushed by the council of defense,” 
said Mrs. Inman, “the work of the 
council is not being limited to this. 

“The Illinois council voices a splen- 
did principle when it takes ror its mot-~ 
to, ‘Intensify the work of every organ- 
ization.’ And to this is wisely added, 
‘See that all the things to he done are 
done by the organization best fitted for 
it.’ 

“The executive board of the Georgia 
Federation of Women's clubs at its 
meeting in Atlanta last week adopted 
for its slogan for the coming year this 
same principle—to continue its normal 
work, as part of its patriotic duty, and 
to connect with this program its war 
emergency work. 

“Almost simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement by the council of defense 
that a committee is engaged in the sur- 
vey of the educational institutions of 
the country with a view to compiling 
a list of the opportunities for occupa- 
tional training for women who would 
be of service, comés the compiling right 
here in Atlanta by five of our leading 
humanitarian institutions of the voca- 
tional traifing opportunities for wom-~ 
en in Atlanta. 

“And these are but isolated -in- 
stances of what looks like a remarkable 
wave of concerted work all over the 
country, apparently almost psycho- 
logical in its communication from one 
section to another, sometimes without 
apparent connection of impulse.

“In some parts of the country the 
needs are different, and so the response 
is different. In Georgia, for instance, 
there is no need of a campaign like 
that being conducted by the women of 
the middle western states in establish- 
ing a sentiment, that ‘every foreigner 
living in the United States should 
know English.’

IN WAR 


Mrs. George Harrington, chairman of 
the motor division of the National 
League for Women’s Service, Atlanta 
branch, has been in New York for a few 
weeks, and, like all the Atlanta women

interested in war work who have been 
iin the metropolis since the United States 
‘ entered the war, she carried her inter- 
}est on her vacation, and her first ob- 
jective point was the National League 
headquarters. 

She has been so deeply impressed 
with the thoroughness of the work of 
the women in her branch of the 
league’s activity—the motor corps—that 
her letters reflect her keen desire that 
the women at home develop a similar 
intensity of determination and achieve 
as soon as possible a similar useful- 
ness to the community. 

She inclosés in a recent communica- 
tion an article from The New York 
Herald which describes the women of 
the motor corps in New York as “good 
disci- 
plined by military training and ready 
for action and hard work.” 

They have been working for a prize 
of one thousand dollars offered by Gen- 
eral Coleman DuPont to the member of 
the women’s corps who can first change 
in five minutes an automobile tire of 
the largest kind—not an easy thing 
for a man to do. 

Cdptain Helen Bastedo is at the head 
of the Women’s Motor corps, which has 
more than four hundred members. 
' About three hundred of them are in 
active service—that is, they give half 
of every day to the work. Captain Bas- 
tedo feels that the twelve-hour shift 
set by Lieutenant Hackett for the Eng- 
lish motor women in the field is not 
practicable—women cannot keep it up, 
or men either.

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THE “TWICE AS BIG FAIR.” 


According to President H. G. Hastings, 
of the Southeastern Fair association, the 
1917 fair, to open at Lakewood on October 
13, will be “twice as big as last year’s fair,” 
and nothing is being left undone that would 
contribute to a fulfillment of his predictions. 

During the year that has intervened since 
the 1916 fair came to a glorious close the 
management has lost no time in preparation 


for the coming event—the event that is of 


crowning importance in the agricultural, in- 
dustrial and commercial activities of 
year in the southeast. New buildings have 
been built, old ones remodeled, grounds en- 
larged, graded and improved: 
made for new lines of exhibits, torms of 
amusements, etc. The management hus 
been building, expanding, going ahead. There 
has been no backward step, no retrench- 
ment; every cent of expenditure has been 
in the direction of progress. 

And it all has been amply justified; it 
was, in fact, justified by the interest mani- 
fested in, and the unprecedented success of, 
last year’s Southeastern fair. Keen and 
widespread as was the popular interest in 
the fair of 1916, however, it more than has 
its counterpart in the fair about to open. 
For one reason, agriculture in the southeast 
more bountiful year 
than the current one. Crops never were bet- 
ter, and never of such variety; and our 
farmers were never more prosperous. And 
never in the past history of the southeast 
were there in this section so many nor so 
fine live stock. This is especially true of 
swine and cattle—than which no element 
could contribute more to the thrift of an 
agricultural community. Present indications 
are that this year’s fair will attract live 
stock breeders and buyers from all parts of 
the nation. 

The motor vehicle industry will this year 
be featured at the Southeastern fair as it 
never has been featured before in the south. 
Last year the display of this line of manu- 
factures, from the heaviest truck and the 
handsomest limousine down to the minor 
accessories, was splendid, but poorly pro 
vided for. The automobile exhibit was housed 
in a tent which was by far too small, and 
which finally was wrecked by the wind. But 
one of the improvements made by the man- 
agement during the year is a fine, new, per- 
manent building for the auto exhibit, with 
space approximately double that of last 
year’s tent; and reservations have been 
made insuring that it will be filled with the 
latest and finest of cars of all makes, trucks, 
motorcycies, accessories, and the newest 
things in motor vehicle invention. 

The amusement features, too, will be of 
a higher class and more diversified and elab- 
orate even than those of a year ago; and, 
with running races guaranteed as sort of 
a dessert following each afternoon’s feast

afforded by the Grand Circuit harness clas- 


sics, the only element missing a year ago— 
the year of the Grand Circuit's debut in this 
part of the south—this fall’s track meet 
will leave nothing more to be desired. 

It is to be a fair of distinct potential 
benefit to this district, and to every man, 
woman and child inhabitant; and, just as it 
will be “twice as big as last year’s,” its 
last year’s record of attendance, great as it 


was, should and undoubtedly will this year 


be doubled.

It affects everything that enters into the 
‘life of the day—in every zone, in every 
clime, in every nation, state, city, village 
and hamlet, from pole to pole. Business, 
pleasure, recreation, education, literature, 
religion, politics—everything is warped or 
reformed or colored by the war. It is no 
wonder, then, that it has made its imprint 
upon “polite society”—the last element of 
community life to recognize change in the 
order of things, and the, last to accept in- 
trusion. 

Where the latest play, the new dance 
step, the last innovation in the realm of fash- 
ion, forms of recreation and amusements 
and kindred frivolities formerly formed the 
engrossing topics of discussion at gatherings 
of the elite, polite conversation, as Le 
Temps remarks, “now turns frankly on sub- 
jects that before the war people would have 
thought too sordid or plebeian to talk about 
at a polite dinner party.” 

Le Temps goes on to observe that— 


“The price of food, ways to cook 
things, where to buy, how to preserve— 
good honest subjects in which an intel- 
ligent householder ought to take an in- 
terest—have come to their own as mat- 
ters for discussion in any company.” 

And it is a good thing, taking it all round, 
because it gives otherwise idle or worse than 
idle brains something worth while to busy 
themselves upon; and in talking about and 
studying the ways and means to meet the 
physical needs of the world, society is de 
riving mental and moral food that is greatly 
needed and most wholesome. 


JAPANNED MOVIES. 


Japanese people have a love for the 
screened drama that is akin to our own, but 


their tastes—at any rate their censors— 


differ from ours. 

Therefore, since this 
Japan with its movies, Japan is reciprocat- 
ing by supplying us with a code of movie 
ethics in the way of censorship rules that is 
in many respects far and away ahead of 
anything that our own official censors have 
thus far invoked. 

In this country film censorship has been 
haphazard, lax and almost totally bereft of 
any fixed standard. Individual tastes of the 
censors, their individual moods and tempera- 
ments, and perhaps the condition of the in- 
dividual judges, physical condition at the 
time of passing judgment, are largely the 
governing elements in their decisions as to 
what is and what is not fit to go on the 
screen. With the producers it is largely a 
matter of “getting it by;” and ¢he public is 
supposed to accept the fact of projection of 
a film as prima facie evidence that it has 
been duly inspected and “passed” with a 
clean bill, and is, therefore, good. And for 
that reason the average movie patron never 
knows at what moment his shock-absorbing 
power is going to be brought into play. 

it is safe to presume that the motion 
picture producers of America, and the mo- 
tion picture theater managers, would wel- 
come any change in policy having for its 
object the further elevation of the screen. 
This has been proven in the past, times al- 
most without number. Their business, in 
keeping with their desire, is to give the 
people what they want—and that they do. 
And at any time should the motion picture 
patrons evince a desire for a more careful or 
a more rigid censorship, or a change in the 
general character of films, undoubtedly the 
producers and the managers would be found 
willing to co-operate, and, as always, alert 
to please the popular taste. 

Tokio has prepared—for the benefit of 
American film producers—a set of rules 
which have been formulated by its film cen- 
sorship board, and transgression of which by 
any film bars it from projection in the me- 
tropolis of Nippon. It is not yet incorporated

| in the code that governs the entire empire, 
i but the general presumption is that a film 
| that Tokio rejects will be given little encour- 


agement elsewhere in the realm of the 
mikado. 

If those rules were adopted and enforced 
by American municipalities, it is enough to 
say that our movie diet would speedily un- 
dergo a marked change, and for the better. 
Its tone would be elevated, and in all prob- 
abilitv a greater number of thoughtful casual 
movie diners would pass plates for a second 
helping. 

For example, Tokio bans the sex triangle 
from its movie menu. It requires love scenes 
to be “temperate and restrained.” Divorce, 
domestic infelicity and belligerency between 
husband and wife must either be altogether 
avoided or kept discreetly in the background, 
and under no circumstances to be featured 
nor their unsavory details to be brought to 
the fore—regardiess of the “moral lesson” 
ostensibly aimed at. 

Murder, burglary, arson, crime of almost 
any sort; treason or disloyalty to country 
are to be kept off the screen as far as pos- 
sible. Children are not permitted to witness 
pictures in which “wanton destruction of 
property” is depicted. 

Furthermore, Tokio will permit no pic- 
ture that exposes to ridicule “persons in 
authority, such as teachers or policemen.” 
And here the rules hit at the very capstone 
of American film “comedy;” for, with the 
peanut-pilfering, grotesque policeman and 


,the ridiculously misrepresented professor 


deleted from our “comics” we would have 
little left but the iceman, the cook and the 
indispensable sausage and pie. 

But, for all of that, we possibly would be 
just as well off as a nation were we to treat 
authority and our policemen to a little less 
ridicule on the screen—thus emulating the 
Orient and continental Europe, where the 
majesty of the law, however intrinsically 
funny its individual minions might be, is 
treated only with respect. 

Indeed, we Americans, with our American 


_sense of hamor and our insatiate love for 


thrills and “sensation,” can scarcely imagine 
a “movie performance” without its comic 
bluecoats and constables, without a ia ih, 
and sans rough house. 

But, _ the ‘same, it would not take uw

long to accustom ourselves to the omissions, 
and we could do it without menta) or moral 
deterioration, and before long we would find 
ourselyes enjoying the “Japanned films” as 
keenly and wholesomely as our Japanese 
patrons enjoy them. 


STRIKERS AND DESERTERS. 


Captain Gilbert Nobbs, of the English 
army, recently published a book, in which | 
he stresses the importance of keeping the | 
wheels of industry spinning during the gruel- 
ling process of making the world “safe for 
democracy,” and he puts the industrial 
striker in the same category with the de- 
serter from the army ranks. 

“Throw down your tools, 
machinery,” be exclaims— 


“and High Wood and Trones Wood will 
become blacker still with the mutilated 
bodies of a thousand men. 

“You who are being coddled under 
the protection of these guns, what is your 
quarrel to this? If those desperate fel- 
lows on the other side of the hill were 
to leave their tasks, they would be called 
traitors. Yet, when men in England, 
whom these fighters are dependent upon, 
and whose work is just as necessary for 
the success of the war, throw down their 
tools, they are only called strikers. The 
crime is the same; the punishment should 
be the same."

This is a war to be won by materials, 
manufactures and ships as much as it is a 
war to be won by men in the field; and the 
worker in the field, in the mine, in the | 
forest, on the railroad or in the shipyard is, 
as Captain Nobbs says, performing a func- 
tion as necessary to the attainment of Vic- | 
tory as is his brother in uniform on the 
firing line. 

What this British officer says is as aptly 
applicable to the American laborer as to the 
English; and some means ought to be found 
whereby to impress our workers with a full 
realization of the importance of their labor 
and the absolute necessity for their stick- 
ing by their jobs, at least- pending the pres- 
ent war crisis. — 

Regardless of whatever sacrifice it might 
entail, patriotism alone demands that they 
make it. But their sacrific possible could 
concern nothing more vital to happiness | 
than money and hours of leisure: while the . 
sacrifice for which the man in uniform offers | 
contemplates both of these and his very 
life as well! |

might be; and there should be no room in 
America for the able-bodied man without

TRAFFIC COP IN NEW ROLE. 


Since Portland, Ore., went “dry” the or- 
dinary work of its policemen has diminished 
to such an extent that several of them had 
to be dismissed from the municipal pay-roll 
altogether or else utilized in a different liae 
of service. | 

The chamber of commerce suggested a/| 
happy solution of the problem: and in keep- | 
ing therewith a nuthber of the surplus mins 
ions are stationed every day at the points 
where the various highways cross the city 
limits, as non-belligerent “traffic cops.” 

So now the automobile tourist upon near- | 
ing Portland is likely to find himself con- 
fronted by a big policeman with upraised 
hand. Visions of police barracks, a fine, or | 
at least a reprimand for having transgressed | 
or overlooked some law or ordinance or reg- 
ulation very probably will intrude upon his 
peace of mind as he applies his brakes and | 
prepares for the worst. 

Then the “traffic cop’ steps up; and, in 
stead of doing what policemen usually do in. 
such circumstances, shakes hands with the 
visitors, welcomes him to the city, hands 
him a free guidebook covering Portland and 
vicinity, offers to answer any questions that 
might be asked as to hotel accommodations, 
points of interest, roads, etc., wishes him a 
happy trip and bids him “good-day.”’ 

Thus the tourist finds that, instead of | 
having innocently become entangled in the 
meshes of the law he has in reality run 
full-speed and head-on into a very practical | 
and a very sensible idea; and he will find | 
later on that he liked Portland better from | 
the very moment of the collision than he ever | 
before dreamed that he would. And ff, for | 
any reason, he purposes making a change of | 
habitat the city where he found courtesy 
and solicitude where he expected nothing 
better than hard police discipline is mighty 
apt to be lingering in his memory and re- 
ceive consideration. 

It has been proven over and over again 
that courtesy and good nature pays in busi- 
ness; and since a city, properly run, is noth- 
ing more than a big business concern, there | 


is no reason why the same elements should | 
not contribute as greatly, in proportion, to | 
its success, and certainly they are valuable | 
from an advertising standpoint. 

Neither is there any reason why this re- | 
freshing idea should not work as well else- 
where as it does in the west. And if our 
bone-dry law were made to work like Ore-| 
gon’s does Atlanta might, as well as Port- 
land, be getting whatever benefit can be.

BATTLES WHICH MADE THE WORLD 


NO. 13—VALMY. 


The Contest in Which the Raw Volunteers Showed They Could Fight and Made 
Possible the Gallant French Republic Which Battles for Freedom Today.

On September 20, 1792, France first as- 
sumed the title of a republic.

The army which came against the crude 
French republican volunteers included not 
only 60,000 Prussians and 45,000 Austrians, 
15,000 French emigres of 
the old royalist days, most of them of noble 
birth, all of them skilled in. arms and rep- 
resenting the flower of the commissioned

army. In chief command was the Duke of 
Brunswick, second only in military skill to 
the Great Frederick, as whose lieutenant he 
had served. Heading the emigres was Conde. 


Against these Dumouries, the 60-year-old 
veteran who held the chief French com- 
mand, could oppose only a total of some 
50,000 men badly organized and disciplined, 
for the most part worse officered and shock- 
lacking in equipment and supplies. 
Eight battalions were so mutinous that Du- 
mouriez, under pretense of reviewing them, 
posted them with a strong force of cavalry 
and cannon on their flanks,

The same sort of fog which emDarrassed 
the opposing forces of the present war when 
they clashed on the same ground hung over 
the battlefield. It was 10 o'clock when 
the tatterdemalion French army perceived 
emerging from the white mists the count- 
less Prussian cavalry and the bristling col- 
umns of infantry now close upon them. The 
French, remembering the running they had 
found it advisable to do in the preliminary 
skirmishing, were nervous and showed it. 
However, Kellerman and the youthful Due 
de Chartres, a voungster of 20 who served 
as a gweneral under him, steadied their men 
so successfully that they endured splendidly 
the pounding of the Prussian artillery which 
opened on them from La Lune. The French 
guns replied with spirit, after Kellerman, 
believing the enemy fire slackening, headed 
a charge. This was nearly the undotne of 
the French, for the charge landed itself 
fairly under the pieces of a masked battery 
which opened with such terrific effect that 
the French broke in wild disorder, while 
Kellerman himself went down with his 
horse shot under him. His men carried 
him off. 


Immediately the Prussian columns began 
an advance, so formidable in its appearance 
that the French cannoneers wavered at their 
guns. It was then that Kellerman, recover- 
ing possession of his faculties, reorganized 
his infantry, refused to mount a horse, 
placed himself on foot at the head of his 
line, raised his chapeau high on the point of 
his sword and calling upon his men to use 
the bayonet raised the cry of: 

“Vive la nation!” 

The troops caught the spirit. So great 
was the clamor they raised and so resolute 
their appearance that the Prussians, hesitat- 
ing at a charge up hill against so for- 
midable a foe, halted in the valley and 
then slowly retreated. The young King of 
Prussia was beside himself with rage. Be- 
rating his soldiery with bitterness, he formed 
the flower of his regiments in person and 
headed them for the French line. The 
French artillery was again firing with 
spirit and by now the reinforcements sent 
by Dumouriez were beginning to come into 
play. The Prussian king’s staff was mowed 
down by his side, but still the boyish mon- 
arch, his sword waving above his head, be- 
sought his men to go forward. For a time 
the issue hung in the balance, the French 
artilleriste working like fiends while the 
infantry, now afire with enthusiasm, held 
nobly to the task and the veteran Prussian 
corps vainly endeavored to close the great 
gaps which the cannon balls were making 
in their ranks. At last they faltered, broke 
and retreated, sweeping their king Dack in 
the flood of disaster. Night descended with 
the French masters of Valmy. : 

Brunswick lingered some time after in 
the Argonne, but disease and lack of confi- 
dence thinned his ranks. France, on the 
contrary, felt a giant’s strength, and like a 
giant did she use it. Never again was the 
, decision in doubt. The French republic was 
insured.

GEORGIA PLANTATION’

To what extent the rat pest has become 
a national liability, entailing the loss of more 
than $200,000,000 worth. of foodstuffs and 
other property in the United Stateg every 
year, is told with a startling array of facts 
in a communication to the National Geo- 
graphic Society derived from a country-wide 
survey by Edward W. Nelson, the well-known 
biologist, a part of which has been made 
public in a previous bulletin by the side. 
The following supplementary bulletin is now 
issued: 

‘“‘House rats are extremely numerous and 
are world-wide in distribution. At the pres- 
ent time they destroy annually hundreds of 
millions of dollars’ worth of foodstuffs and 
other property, and through the distribution 
of bubonic plague and other diseases cause 
the deaths of untold numbers of human be- 
ings. These facts being Known, why should 
we delay in vigorously using known methods 
for the elimination from our homes and 
communities of these wasteful and loathsome 
pests? 


Three Species. 

“The common house-frequenting rats are 
of three species, the brown, the black and 
the roof rat. All are believed to be natives 
af Asia, whence they have spread to most 
parts of the world. In their relations to 
man their habits are so similar that they 
may be included in one account.. Thé larger 
size, abundance, more general distribution 
and aggressive predominance of the brown 
rat, also known as the Norway and wharf 
rat, has led to its being generally known as 
‘the house rat.’ 

“So far as known, these rodents are al- 
ways everywhere thoroughgoing pests, with 
no usefulness to man. 

“The history of the brown rat is an ex- 
traordinary one, one unequaled by that of 
any other mammal. It was unknown in Eu- 
rope until 1727, when vast hordes of them 
swam the Volga river. A year or two later it 
arrived in England on ships from the Orient. 
Since that time it has steadily extended its 
distribution by means of ships .and@ other 
transportation agencies, and by migrations 
overland, until it shares with mankind near!\ 
all parts of the earth from Greenland to 
Patagonia and around the globe. 

“It is a sturdy, fierce and cunning ani- 
mal with extraordinary fecundity. These 
characteristics have enabled it quickly to 
overrun and occupy new territory despite the 
never-ceasing warfare waged against it bv 
man and the competition of other mammals 

“The smaller black rat and roof rat fo: 
merly existed in most parts of the old worla 
They preceded the brown rat also in Ameri- 
ca, but when the latter arrived were prompt- 
ly reduced by it to a secondary position o: 
exterminated. Black rats still exist in some 
parts of the United States, and roof rats are 
common with the brown rat in the milde: 
climates of the southern atates. 

“The greater size of the brown rat readi!. 
distinguishes it from either of the other spe- 
cies. It averages from one to one and a haif 
pounds in weight and about 18 inches in 
length. Occasional giants of ite knd occur. 
however, as shown by the capture, near Can- 
terbury, England, of one huge _ individua! 
weighing over four pounds and measuring 
22% inches in length. 

“With an abundant food supply brown 
rats increase with almost incredible rapidit, 
They have from three to twelve litters a 
year, each containing from six to more than 
twenty young, the average being about ten. 
The young begin to breed when less than 
three months of age. 

Necturnal Animals. 

“Rats are noctural and as a rule keep 
hidden during the day in holes and other 
places of concealment about buildings or in 
burrows which they dig in the ground. With- 
in their retreats they make warm nests of 
shredded fibrous material, often cut from 
costly fabrics, in which their naked and help- 
less young are safely brought forth. 

“After careful invesigation the United 
States public health service estimates that 
the number of rats living under norma! con- 
ditions in our cities equal the human popu- 
lation, but that in country districts they are 
relatively three or four times as numerous 

“This estimate is practically the same as 
that obtained some years ago in Great Britain 
and Ireland, Denmark, France and Germany. 
At intervals, as the result of especially fa- 
vorable conditions of food supply and weati- 
er, extraordinary increases of rate occur ove! 
considerable areas and the damage by them 
is enormously increased. 

“A vivid realization of the multitude o* 
rats which thrive as parasites on man's in- 
dustry may be gained from the results of 
local campaigns against them. In 1904 a 
plague of rats occurred in Rock Island and 
Mercer counties, Ill, and during the month 
ending April 20 one man killed 3,445 on his 
farm. , 

‘During the campaign of the public health 
service against the bubonic plague in San 
Francisco from 1904 to 1907, inclusive, more 
than 800,000 were killed, and in New Orleans, 
during 1914 and 1915, 551,370 were destroyed. 

“During the winter and spring of a single 
year more than 17,000 rats were killed on a 
rice plantation containing 400 acres in Geor- 
gia, and by actual count 30,000 were killed 
on another plantation containing about 1.200 
acres. On a farm of about 150 acrea on 
Thompson Island, in Boston harbor, 1,300 oc- 
cupied rat holes were counted and other rats 
were living about the farm buildings. Ata 
large meat-packing establishment in Chicago 
from 4,000 to 9,000 have been killed yearly.”

General Smuts, 
in London—next to Botha the most 
conspicuous of South Africans, and like 
Botha, a Boer-—has very emphatically 
asserted that under no circumstances 
would the South Africans consent to 
the restoration of German power in 
South Africa, using language quite as 
forcible in describing reasons quite as 
cogent as those of Sir William Hol- 
man quoted above. 

ow, there is not the smallest possi- 
ility, of course, that Great - Britain 
would use her fleets or her armies to 
coerce Australia or to coerce South 
Africa to restore this territory. To

Other German Colonies. 

There remains now the question of 
three other German  colonies—Togo, 
which is insignificant in size and value, 
the Kamerun and German East Africa. 
Now, so far as the Kamerun is con- 
cerned the situation ig this: It was 
completely conquered in the first year 
of the war, but its conquest was not 
the work of the English soldiers alone, 
On the contrary, the greater part of 
the work was done by French colonials 
of the adjoining French colony of 
Equatorial Africa, and by Belgians 
from the Belgian Congo. At the pres- 
ent time the British occupy only a 
very small area of the Kamerun, ad- 
joining the eastern frontier of British 
Nigeria. All the rest is in French hands. 
Consequently, it lies outside the power 


of the British to restore the Kamerun. 
Moreover, almost half of the Kamerun 
belonged to France up to 1911, when it 
was taken from France under the 
threat of war during the Agadir crisis. 
The German claim to this territory rests 
on an action of sheer blackmail six 
years ago. 

Turning to German Hast Africa, the 
situation is this. The troops used in 
the conquest of this German colony, 
which is not yet quite completed, have 
been in the main drawn from South 
Africa, and they hawe been command- 
ed by General Smuts. German East 


Africa also adjoins the territory of the 
Union of South Africa, and the voice 
of the Union of South Africa in the 
matter of German East Africa is bound 
to be decisive, because the main work 
has been done by South Africa. Once 
more we' have the emphatic statement 
of General Smuts that the Union of 
South Africa will never consent to the 
restoration of German rule in this col- 
ony. In addition, both Belgian and 
Portuguese troops have shared in this 
campaign and both Belgium and Portu- 
gal are bound permanently to oppose 
its restoration, because, while the Ger- 
mans occupied €he Kamerun and Ger- 
man East Africa, as well as German 
Southwest Africa, their policy and their 
purpose were disclosed in many docu- 
ments. This purpose and policy were 
to absorb the Belgian Congo, the Portu- 
guese territories of Angola and Mozam- 
bique, and create a German Mittel- 
afrika. Precisely as South Africans are 
resolved not to endure a return of the 
Germans because the Germans had 
plotted to destroy South African inde- 
pendence and seize South Africa, they, 
as well as the Portuguese, the Belgians 
and the French, are determined that 
German rule shall not be restored in 
colonies which would inevitably be- 
come once more the basis of intrigue 
and the foundation of a new German 
plan to create that Mittelafrika tem- 
porarily arrested by the events of the 
present war. 
A Far-Flung Circle. 

At the moment when the world war 
came Germany had a far-flung circle 
of colonies. But it was in Africa that 
the German had laid the foundations 
of. a real empire, although even here 
his possessions seemed to him all too 
limited and circumscribed. A million 
square miles in area, Togo, Kamerun, 
German Fast and German Southwest, 
were divided from each other, cut off 
from the fertile regions of the Congo 


valley, walled in by British and French 
colonies, vastly more desirable, or 
strangled by Portuguese and Belgian 
territories, whose integrity was guar- 
anteed by British and French treaties. 
In the face of all this Germany had 
cherished a dream and conceived a 
plan. Already German patriots had 
constructed maps reaps ha a German 
colony extending from the Indian ocean 
to the Atlantic, including Belgian Con- 
© and possessions between Stanley 
alls and Lake Tchad. Portuguese col- 
onies on the east and west coasts were 
also marked with German colors. Here, 
in the great basin of the Congo, in- 
cluding the head waters of the Nile, 
extending from the Orange river to 
the shores of the Sahara on the west 
coast and from the Zambesf to the 
frontiers of Uganda on the east, the 
German had traced out a tentative 
place in the sun of Africa. 

Nor did the dream end with this 
huge proposal. In addition not a few 


German patriots, mever reconciled to 


British conquest of the Transvaal and 
Orange Free State and firmly con- 
vinced that both states would welcome 
the chance to throw off British rule 
and exchange the yoke of King George 
for the sovereignty of the kaiser, bold- 
] colored Africa with the German 
shade from the Cape of Good Hope to 
the borders of Egypt and spoke con- 
fidently of the time when this vast 
empire would be joined to a Mitteleu- 
ropa, dominated by Germany, by way 
of the Bosphorus and Suez, and Cecil 
Rhodes’ dream have a German reali- 
zation. 

Meantime Germany had already taken 
the first step toward the achievement 
of this colossal project. In 1911, when 
the Agadir crisis had broken, Ger- 
many had, after vain efforts to claim 
a share of the Shereefian empire, found 
her compensation in the Congo and 
thrust forward two long tentacles 
across French territory, bringing Ger- 
man garrisons to the west bank of 
the Congo river at the moment when 
a German railroad was approaching 
the eastern frontiers of the Belgian 
oneny at Lake Tanganyika. While 
Britain was intent upon realizing her 
Cape-to-Cairo project, Germany was 
preparing for the Trans-African rail- 
road which, unlike the long contem- 
plated French Trans-Saharan, con- 
demned to desert regions, should tap 
some of the most fertile regions on the 
planet. 

3ehind all this lay the prospective 
hosts that Germany could enlist among 
the natives of the African empire under 
German officers, submitted to German 
training, equipped with all the re- 
sources of rupp. Already envious of 


the progress made by France in train- 
ing Arab, Kabyle and negro troops, 
whose fighting qualities had been re- 
vealed in Europe in 1870, Germany con- 
templated organizing black armies 
which should sweep Africa from one 
end to the other and carry German 
ower from Suez to ‘Tangier, from 
airo to Cape Town. 


A German Dream. 


If Germany, the pan-Germans, nour- 
ished a dream of a restoration of the 
old German empire in Europe, of a 
Mitteleuropa which should stretch from 
the Channel to the eastern limita of 
Courland and Poland and from the Bal- 
tic to the Persian gulf and Suez, the 
German colonial party had a vision of 
African achievement only less splen- 
did, and there were not a few who 
dreamed that the two conceptions 
might be fused, when German armieé 
with Turkish ald, entered Cairo, and 
other German forces, armies created 
out of the boundless human reservoirs 
of Central Africa, should liberate the 
South African republics, restore the 
Boers to the Teutonic world and ex- 
tinguish British power at the Cape. 


Such was the vision, but tn July, 
1914, the fact was still far different. 
In an African empire five times the 
area of the fatherland the Germans 
had established less than twenty-two 
thousand white settlers. All the sea 
gates to these colonies were either held 
or watched by British possessions. 
Walfish bay, the one good harbor of 
German Southwest, was British. From 
Zanzibar the British dominated the 
coast of German East, while the Freneh 
in their Congo, the British in Nigeria, 
held the harbors of the west coast of 
Africa, from which railroads would 
eventually lead inland to the Congo 
basin. 

In North Africa more than a million 
Europeans were settled under the 
French flag, and cities like Algiers, 
Oran, Tunis, calling places of German 
ships, contrasted unpleasantly for Ger- 
man pride with the little stations of 
German Africa. Even Dakar, on the 
west coast, the coaling station for the 
South American trade, was French, 
while at Casablanca a new harbor and 
a new French base were rising. At 
the other end of Africa another mil- 
lion of whites, British subjects, were 
opening a new empire, which was 
moving northward toward the Congo 
valley with swift leaps along railroads 
which were already approaching the 
shore of Tanganyika. 

Nor had German colonial rule, despite 
the construction of some railroads and

Colontal Incidents. 


As for the other colonial incidents, 
they call for but passing mention. Ger- 
man Togoland was conquered by Anglo- 
French forces after a campaign which 
lasted but three weeks and was ended 
in August, 1914. On February 18 of 
the following year the Kamerun was 
also in British and French hands. Only 
German Kast Africa remained, and this 
was able, because of its size and the 
problems of transport, to resist with 
ever diminishing force until the fourth 
year of the gtruggle. But the resist- 
ance was always hopeless and, long be- 
fore this time, restricted to inland dis- 
tricts removed from that great railroad 
which had been the life line of German 
plans in Central Africa. 

And in this collapse of 
overseas empire may be found one 
more incentive to German activity in 
‘Central Burgpe, in the Balkans and in 
Asiatic Turkey. Since sea power had 
demonstrated the helplessness of Ger- 
many beyond the mainland, since her 
colonial establishments had disappear-

ed, it was patent that if Germany were ' 


to have her place upon the map, a 
place commensurate with her real 
greatness, it must be sought where her 
armies could march and where British 
sea power could not reach. And this 
led inevitably to the great pan-German 
dream, to Mitteleuropa, with its Asiatic 
extensions; and now when Mitteleu- 
ropa is endangered Germany is turning 
again to Mittelafrika.

O EVERYTHING there 
is a season,” said a 
great preacher, the sou 
of David, King in Jeru- 
salem. “A time to kill 
and a time to heal; a 

time to break down and a time to build 
up; a time to love and a time to hate; a 
time of war and a time of peace.” 

But for America the time to kill and. 
the time to heal have come together. 
The season has brought upon us both a 
time for breaking down and a time for 
building up. 

Charles Dana Gibson, most famous 
of American illustrators, on this page 
pictures the time to heal and the time to 
build up. He gave this picture to the 
Red Cross Magazine, calling it “Colum- 
bia’s Greater Task.” While the killing 
and breaking down goes on in the world 
—and Columbia will do her share of that, 
too, and more—she is preparing to take 
upon her Juno shoulders the task of re- 
constructing the maimed, of stopping 
the pain of the wounded.

The cross that whispers hope to fighting 
men, 

The red, red cross that bears its simple

Columbia is helping the shell-torn 
fighter back to the haven of the blessed 
knife of science and the magic of wom- 
an’s cool hands. Columbra is to do this 
not only for her own wounded men bat 
for those of her friends as well. Al- 
ready she has given money and men to 
the hospital corps of other nations. 

The two greatest medical men in the 
war, Drs. Carrel and Blake, are loaned 
by her to France. More scientists and 
still more money are to bind up the poilu 
and the Tommy. Probably both France 
and Engtand could take sufficient care 
of their own, but the great rescue force 
of America will be welcomed, for the 
pace is a reeling one.
